What 
would then happen? Would we 
career along the spacious regiona 
of inflation until we followed Ger- 
many to collapse?

If these forebodings have not 
been renlised—indeed, they have 
been shown to be without founda- 
tion— they “have only been averted 
by the strong grip on the situation 
by the authorities. A cool appre- 
ciation of the dangers has sayed the 
vowntry, and, thanks to the strong 
lead of a National Government and 
the patriotic support of the tax- 
payer, our financial prestige is 
uaily gathering strength. 

Bconomists still differ as to the 
originating causes of the world 
cataclysm, but the proximate causes 
of the crash are near enough not 
to be in dispute. We were vuiner- 
able because the warnings had been 
ignored. Abroad a critical scrutiny 
of our shortcomings had revealed to 
nervous watchers that Great Britain 


ol 


was in danger of being overwhelm- 
ed. We were overspending, our ex- 
ternal trade was declining, the limit 
of taxation had apparently been 
exceeded, the army of unemployed 
was growing; yet nothing was done 
tu prevent the finnnces of the coun- 
try from becoming disordered. 

Now that the situation is improv- 
ing, and the danger signals are 
being taken down one by one, until 
only a 6 per-cent.

time of writing, is described. It would seem, however, that the 
“hopeful atmosphere,” about which there was talk earlier in the 
week, has not been dissipated, in spite of reports that the military 
authorities on both sides are said to be Preparing for war on a 
larger scale than before. We. hope, sincerely, that. this “hopeful 
atmosphere” will not be dissipated 'by a resumption of hostilities, 
and that the diplomats, who are talking pence, will so manage to 
shape things, ‘that Pence will take form. Such, we feel sure, are the 
hopes of all reasonable men. 

States of flux are dangerous conditions into which to permit 
anything to drift, Actually, of course, there is no such thing asa 
| State of flux. It is simply a convenient expression té indicate that, 
in comparison with the goal desired, events progress or retrogress 
in such proportion that that progression or retrogression ig of no 
immediate maperial Sonsequence — no immediate material conse 
quence, because cither can be quickened or retarded at will. But, 
for all that, unless closely watched, and often in spite of being 
closely watched, such a state is potentially dangerous, because it 
serves the purpose of an incubator for the quickening into life of 
those elements in human nature which it is s0 essential, inthe 
cause of civilisation, using the word in its most comprehensive 
sense, to keep under control. . :

Violets, 

The local -violots are not all by 
any means easy to identify but two 
or three of the commonest species 
are not too dificult, I referred to 
Viola Patrintt in- “Notes” No. 50. 
That is the commonest species open 
on the upper lovels, It varies in 
colouring but all the petals aro 
velned with purple and the lower- 
most has a bifid tip; in addition all 
flowers and leaves arise from the 
top of the root and the glabrous 
leaves have characteriatically long 
petioles which are winged especially 
nearest the blade, Viola diffusa is 
also on easy species to recognise; 
it has a central rosette with stolons 
ending in small rosettes which may 
root. Both central rosette and run- 
ners bear‘leavea and flowers. The 
leaves aro hairy not glabrous and 
the petioles are winged prominently 
to the base, The four upper petals 
are palo mauve, or violet, or almost 
white, they are not veined with 
purple, the lowest petal fs smaller 
than the others, is not bifid but has 
a amall tip,’ and is veined with 
purple. The centre of the flower Is 
definitely white, the outer surface 
of the petals is white or nearly so 
and therefore tho unopened buds 
also appear white. This violet is 
out in abundance on the lower 
levels. | Neither of these two species 
have any scent. There are two or 
three other species also in flower 
just now. :

COLLISION OF Ih OF INTERESTS, 


Its Cost rand Where 
It Falls. 

Recent developments in the motor 
business have thrown into relief -a 
rather important matter in which 
the interests of retailer -and user 
collide rather heavily. Motorists 
niways welcome.any reduction in the 
cost of vehicles. Hetallera resent 
such reductions when they cut the 
price of a new motor-car or ‘“motor- 
cycle to a small sum. To quote ac- 


tual examples, the retailer dislikes | bably 


the £100 car. If he sells a 40-h.p. 
at £3,000 he has only to 
please a single client, and the actual 
vehicle will be so perfectly designed 
and beautifully made that the cus- 
tomer Is unlikely to give him any 
trouble at all.’ But if a similar 
turnover of £3,000 is obtained by 
selling thirty small cars the retailer [ 
must handle thirty different custgm- 
As a good business man he 
must go out of his way to grapple 
ench of them to his heart with Nnks 
ef atecl Some of them will cer- 
tninly be difficult to plense. Few 
of them will be expert, and a cer- 
tain percentage, in addition to prov- 
ing very exacting, will treat their 
machines badly and take offence K 
thelr blunders cost @cm money. 
Moreover, the actual vehicles, not 
Heing in the same class as a £3,000 
car, are likely tp occasion little 
difficulties far Which the owner is 
not altogether to blame. 

The same problems surround the 
cheap motor-bicyele, A certain fac- 
tory, which annually sella far more 
pedal-cycles than motor-cycles, main- 
tains a scparate ‘repalr department 
for each type of vehicle. The pedal- 
cycle repair corner is run by one 
man, who is often xt liberty to apply 
hia surplus energy to other work. 
The motor-cycle repair department 
is normally staffed by a foreman, 
four well-paid mechanics, and some 
unskilled Jabour, These men mere- 
ly strip machines which are sub- 
mitted for overhaul or repair; after 
stripping the various components 
are distributed to the appropriate 
shops in the main factory. It fol- 
lows that a good motor-cycle de- 
mands for more service than a good 
pedal-cycle. 

Pedal-Cycle and Motor-Cycle. 

Imagine that two men enter a 
provincial cycle and motor agency. 
Each carries a cheque book. Qne of 
them signs & chaque for a first-class 
pedal-cycle of the luxurious type, 
priced at fifteen guineas, ‘writes 
G. B. in the Manchester Guardian. 
The other signs a cheque for an 
identical sum in return for one of 
the new “Snowden” miniature 
motor-cycles. The repairer takes 
an approximately equal commission 
on both sales, but he does not reap 
a similar profit on the two deals.

It Is perfectly possible that ho will 
not see the buyer of the pedal-yclo 
for a couple of years; and . when 
that customer returns he will pro- 
bably return only to buy o new 
tyre, and will. gladly pay a amall 
extra fee to have it fitted. But the 
buyer of tho motor-cyclo will bo per- 
petually on the myent’s doorstep, 
sometimes just ta seck information 
on some Httle point which is bother- 
ing him, but more often to order 
some Ittle adjustment which he 
Jacks the knowledge to perform for 
himself. If he is charged on all 
these occasions, or even on many of 
them, he will conceive a violent dis- 
like for the retailer. Supposing he 
flourishes in his career and present- 
ly orders a metor-crr, he will pro- 
display his resentment by 
placing his order with another deal- 
er, Conscqently the orlginal re- 

taller. will perform many of these 
casudé ecrvices gratiy. To keep his 
customer in a good temper he will 
drop whatever he is: doing and in- 
terview him’ personally, If the 
customer's necds are urgent he will 
take men off other work, derange 
the routine of his workshop, and 
possibly annoy other clients who 
have to be kept walting. At the 
end of three‘months the sale of the 
ultra-cheap motor-cyele may even 
show a clear joss to the retailer; 
and he may or may not recoup such 
loss later on by selling a more ¢x- 
pensive vehicle to his customer, 
Consequently the sale of chenp cars, 
and more especially of cheap motor- 
cycles, {s hampered by the very 
pardonable reluctance of the retailer 
to push cither type of vehicle with 

real energy. 

Incidentally it is noteworthy that 
on the Continent these reluctances 
find no substantial parallel, The 
small Continental retailer works 
much harder than his British coun- 
terpart. He pays his mechanics 
lower wages, and his other overhead 
-chargea are usually in similar pro- 
portion. On the other hand my in- 
formation is that in Continental 
countrics the retailers are less 
rigidly organised, and a good many 
of the miniature motor-bicycles are 
sold by “dabblers”—i.c., private in- 
dividuals and traders in other Iines 
of business, who pocket a small com- 

' mission on the — sale, -but offer no 
real service facilitics. 

It is clearly undesirable that the 
marketing of cheaper utilities 
should be obstructed; and the pro- 
blem is entirely due to the custom 
of expecting a certain amount of 
free service from the retailer. If 
he could pocket his percenfage on 
the. sale of a £100 car or a £20 
motor-bicycle, and charge a renson- 
able fee for all future attentlons to 
the customer, the difficulty would be 
met.

Now Mr. Cooper is being asked by 
an American to build a boat to beat 
Miss England IIT. 

It is to be built in England, but 
it may have American-made engines. 
The speed almed at, I understand, 
is- 145 mph, that is thirty-five 
miles an hour more than the existe 
ing record. 

In view of the fact that the 
United States has hitherto been con- 
sidered supreme in the matter of the 
design. and building of high-speed: 
boats, the order {s a compliment to 
this country. It is probably a direct 
result 'of the success of Miss 
England II.

‘This typo of card seems to me to 
have its uscs apart from its improv- 
ing offect on the ganic of the indivi- 
dnal golfer, It secures what many, 
yolf clubs feel is needed in the game 
—continuity of intereat. Furthor, 
it can be worked at by players who 
cannot appear at the club for the 
usual events.
